String beans can go Into the ground 
about May 1st, or with the coming of 
settled weather. Light, dry, and warm 
soli Plant | Inches apart, i Inch deep, 
rows IS Inches. 

Set out cauliflower when warm weather 
Is assured, making three plantings at two 
week Intervals, the last one a good fall 
variety like "Dry Weather.” Plant two 
feel apart lu rows two feet apart. 

Make three plantings of corn at ten dn> 
intervals from May 1 to June 1. Plant In 
3-foot hills, 6 seeds to the hill, about 2 
Inches deep. Place the earliest planting 
in a warm, protected location. Plant 
later seeds 4 Inches deep. Thin to 8 
plants to a hill and cultivate thoroughly. 

Plant encumbers May 1 to 15 In well 
fertilized and drained hills; 10 seeds to 
the hill, 1 inch deep. Hills 4 feet apart 
Thin out after danger of bugs is past. 

Do not allow rats, cats and other ani- 
mals to eat up your chicks as fast as they 
are hatched. Slake ratproof coops by Us- 
ing small-meshed poultry netting or heavy 
wire cloth. Good coops and brooders are 
good investments.

The horse, above all other creatures, Is 
entiilep to the kind consideration of hi* 
master. The work of the horse Is hard 
at best, as lie Is contlned in his actions 
and Is often made uncomfortable by sore 
feet, sore shoulders, chatlug harnesses or 
by the ill temper of his driver. One who 
can not he kind to horses should not he 
allowed the privilege of driving them. 

The incessant and continuous drain on 
a brood sow, when suckling a large litter 
of pigs, is such a drain on her system 
that is creates au appetite that w ill re- 
quire generous feeding for the good of 
the sow, pigs and the man that contem- 
plates getting quick returns from them. 

In the matter of ftedlug, too much care 
can not be exercised, as on the ability of 
the horse to properly assimilate Into his 
system the feed he eats depends his use- 
fulness. St) far as can be done he should 
be given t.iat which is the easiest digested 
so that all the nutritious parts will be ab- 
sorbed into his system and go to make 
llesh, bone ami tiber. 


With poultry of all kiuds, it Is evident 
that only healthy and vigorous birds w ill 
make a profit for the owners. Heavy 
inilk production with dairy cows has been 
secured by selecting heifers of thestrong- 
est and best producing cows. It Is not 
a* easy with poultry as with cows to 
make careful selections, yet a certain 
amount of care must he exercised if the 
vigor of the flock and a large egg yield 
are to be established and maintained 

The depth at which potatoes should be 
planted is a matter of considerable im- 
portance, and one upon which much dif- 
ference of opinion exists. Rome grow- 
ers advocate shallow planting and others 
just as strongly favor deep planting. An 
experiment was made at Iron River, WIs., 
on sandy soil of rather open texture, to 
get some information ou tills point. 
Hows were planted 4, G and 8 inches 
deep. Exactly the same treatment as to 
eiiliivatiug, spraying, etc., was given to 
all the row s. The potatoes planted four 
inches deep yielded at the rate of 140 
bushels per acre; tlie six. inch depth yielded 
at the rate of 124 bushels per acre, and 
the eight-inch depth 102 bushels per acre.

It should be 
cut early, sav when it comes Into bloom 
and then cured In the usual manner.

A person purchasing an implement con- 
siders first how much service he cat) get 
out of It and not its value as scrap iron 
when worn out. Those who purchase a 
dairy cow should consider how much but- 
ter-fat she w ill produce and not the value 
of her hide and carcass. 


Those who purchase cows with the in- 
tention of milking them hut a short time 
and then selling them off when the price 
of hutter-fat drops or when the animal 
goes dry naturally look more for beef pro- 
ducers. It is impossible to build up a 
good dairy herd by this method. 


The new bulletin on potatoes being sent 
out by the experiment station demon- 
strates the advantages of using large seed 
pieces rather than small ones in planting. 
The potato grower who plauis selected 
tubers rather than culls Is likely to secure 
as much as 20 to 2S per cent greater crop 
than the grower who is not careful in seed 
selection.

For profit, as well 
hs for pleasure, plantings should he made 
at frequent intervals, because there are 
hut few vegetables that are in the best 
conditon for use longer than a few days. 


In planting corn ou hilly land, run the 
rows along the side of the hill rattier than 
up and down the slope. In this way 
w ater or ruins w ill not cut the middle of 
the rows by forming gullies. Kacli row 
along the side of the hill will act as a ter. 
race for retarding the downward How of 
surface water. It will soak into the soil 
where needed, and will not wash away so 
much of the surface soil. 


Allow ing w ork to pile up for spring is 
w hat lays heavy htmh-us on teams at a 
time w hen they are soft an 1 least able to 
stand long days work. It is simply a 
shame the wav some farmers work their 
horses the first tlue days of spring. Most 
farmers say that the horses have been 
idle and resting all winter and now they 
should he able to rush. Not so; for hav- 
ing been idle for so long a time means 
softuu-s of muscles and vital organs.

GEORGE S. CORLISS FOUND DEAD 

A Myitery to be Solved u to Inci- 
denti Connected With Hi* Lut 
Hoar*. 

The police of Braintree are trying to 
find out who locked the door of a shed in 
w hich George S. Corliss was found dead 
by his wife at an early hour Sunday 
morning. He w as employed at the Baker’s 
Basin, Quincy and died It is believed from 
Injuries received by falling off a staging 
ten feet high at the Yacht Basin, Satur- 
day morning.

He refused medical aid and about 
an hour later started for Ills home where 
he was found dead. The police nave been 
unable to find anyone who saw him from 
the time he left the Baker Baslu until his 
body was found nearly 21 hours later.

RICHARD LLOYD HUNT, DEAD. 

A Long Period of Suffering, but Pa- 
tient Waiting Has Ended in Rest. 

Briefly last week we mentioned the 
dcatli of Riclinnl Lloyd Hunt whose 
earthly life had just closed. Mr. Hunt 
was a son of Richard A. and Lucy (Cliip- 
nian) lluut and was born In Weymouth, 
Nov. 15th, 1843. With a line of Wey- 
mouth aucestr.v extending buck more ihuu 
two centuries and ideutilled with the best 
interest of the town much devolved on 
him to maintalu the dignity and character 
of the name lie bore ami iu ull the wulks 
of life well lie acted lii.s part. 

After passing through the several lowei 
grades of Weymouth schools the subject i 
of lids article entered the High school 
from which lie graduated with honor uml 
then began an active life iu connection 
witli tlie manufacture of boots und event- 
ually became a well known producer of 
boots for the New England and Western 
trade, later starting a paper box and car- 
toon factory which be conducted for sev- 
eral years. 

Impaired health compelled Mr. Hunt to 
retire from active business several years 
ago and after a long struggle against the 
inevitable he passed away as above state'. 

In January of i860 Mr. Hunt was mur- 
ried to Miss Emma Dunham of Abingtou 
aud their home for nearly half a century 
lias beeu near tlie place of ills Idrlli 
Mr. Hunt like bis father before bliu 
took a deep interest iu music aud was a 
strong factor in the < )ld Wey mouth Choral 
Society and other organizations

If the getting hen cannot get a good 
dost hath when she comes off her nest, 
trouble will result latet sure. 

If taken at a very early age, chickens 
ran he taught to come and go at certain 
times, to feed In a certain way and do 
other things that will save time and an- 
noyance. 

Where green cut bone 19 fed, about 4 
ounces a week fed in small quantities at a 
time Is a good average allowance per hen. 
It need not be fed every day. 

Set out the tomatoes the latter part of 
May, nslng good strong plants. Protect 
from frost and stake up as soon as neces- 
sary. Keep suckers trimmed off. Set 
plants four feet apart in a sunny spot. 

It may be a little late to plant some 
kinds of vegetables If It has been the de- 
sign to have them on the table and conked 
at a given day, but It Is not late for gen- 
eral planting for the kitchen garden. In 
fact, nothing has been lost hy waiting. 

Some growers protect their fruit by ty- 
ing paper bags nver the clusters when the 
grapes are as large as peas. The mouth 
of the bag is secured about the stem of 
the cluster with soft wire. Insects and 
fungus canuot affect the fruit when thus 
protected. 

All eggs from stolen nests, whose 
freshness is doubtful, aud all Incubator 
eggs should either be thrown away, boiled 
for the little chicks or used at home. 
They should never be sent to market. 
Rotten eggs need not be discussed. Any 
person who will send one to market de- 
serves all the penalty possible from the 
pure food law. 

Good seed corn is the key to getting 
good stands of corn. A good stand of 
corn is necessary to secure good yields. 
Owing to the wet fall of 1911 there is now 
much doubtful seed corn in this country. 
One cannot afford to piaut corn any year, 
much less this year, without testing. 

The feeding value, as well as the mar- 
ket value, and palatabllity of hay is low- 
ered hy being sunburned. The feeding 
value is probably hurt most by the loss of 
leaves. Sunburned clover and alfalfa lose 
a large part of the leaves In handling, and 
this Is the best part of the crop. When 
the sun Is shining^very brightly the alfalfa 
or grass should not be left in the swath 
long. A large part of the curing ahould 
he done in the windrow and the cock. 
Most of the hay is then shaded, and so 
the damaging effect of intense sunthine is 
reduced to the exposed portion. And a 
stock cover will still further lessen the 
injury from the sun as well as from rain. 

The proper keeping of farming tools 
and equipment is almost as Important as 
having them. A wagon, a mowing ma- 
chine and all other good farm implements 
will last for many years with constant 
use and give large value for their cost if 
they are properly cared for when not in 
use and are kept in good paint and repair. 
Ou the average farm enough Is lost in 
tools and implements every year to pay 
interest ou enough money to purchase 4 
limes the equipment the farm needs. The 
auutial less in tills respect is far more 
than tlie farmer can afford to bear There 
is no reasonable need for the loss. Shel- 
tering machinery amounts to the same 
> tiling as placing money in the bank, or 
legitimate saving in other ways.

STYLES IN HANDCUFFS. 

The Old Tim* "TwiiUr*" Were In- 
etrum.nts of Torturo. 

It 'a lii i hi* Aeneld that sve find the 
first reference to the handcuff Vergil 
Informi' nr* Unit Proteus wits, by means 
of r*ueh a device, fettered nnd rendered 
hoi | dens by Arlntneus. 

It In of record thnt nt>out 400 yenrn 
before the Christian era an army of 
victorious* Greeks came ii|ton several 
chariots of Carthaginians which. 
Among other things, contained n large 
number of hnndeuffs 

Our term "handcuff" Is derived from 
the Anglo-Saxon “hnndcop." In the 
Saxon days thene hnndcops were used 
In the case of nobles, while "footcops" 
were reserved for kings The terms em- 
ployed In the fourteenth century were 
“•heck bolt" and "swivel innnncle," 
and the s|ieclniens thereof which have 
come down to us show thnt the Instru- 
ments were ns cumbersome ns their 
names. 

Only two kinds of handcuffs were em- 
ployed previously to the nineteenth 
century. One, the flexible, was very 
similar to thnt now In use, and the oth- 
er, which was called “the figure 
eight" was utilised to reatrnln violent 
prisoners. This “figure eight" was 
greatly dreaded, since severe pain was 
occasioned the fettered person did h# 
attempt to move a limb. 

There used to be a form of handcuff, 
now happily abolished, called the 
“twister." This consisted of a chain 
with handles at each end. This chain 
was placed about the wrists; the han- 
dles were brought together and twisted 
until a firm grip was obtained. The 
least struggle on the part of the un- 
fortunate cnptlve resulted In the great- 
est suffering, for the chains bit deeply 
Into his flesh. A similar form of hand- 
cuff was thnt called by the French “la 
llgoto." 

In some parts of Europe there Is still 
used an exceedingly primitive form of 
bnndcuff. It consists of a V-shnped 
piece of metal, wherein the wrists are 
Inserted, the open ends being drawn to- 
gether by mennH of n cross hook, 
which, however, must bo maintained 
taut during the whole time the cnptlve 
Is held. 

The most Ingenlus and effective of all 
hnndcuffs is thnt used In the United 
States and. Indeed, adopted by the po- 
lice of most civilized countries. It Is 
much lighter and much less clumsy 
tbnn the old flexible handcuff nnd Is 
not painful to the wearer.— Harper’s 
Weekly. 

A RO YAL IN SULT. 

Lord Brougham Bided His Time and 
Repaid George IV. 

With all of hts knowledge and talent 
Lord Broughnm was eccentric nnd slov- 
enly in his personnl habits. While he 
was a young and comparatively un- 
known barrister he was nsked to a din- 
ner at which the prince regent pre- 
sided. Mr. Brougham’s hands needed 
washing. The regent’s keen eyes rest- 
ed on them. He beckoned to a waiter 
and gave him an order which the ciaa 
heard with n scared face, and then 
going out be speedily returned with a 
fewer full of water, soap and a towel. 

H<? carried them to Brougham, pre- 
senting them with tbe prince regent’s 
compliments. The bnrrlster Instantly 
withdrew and never afterward referred 
to the Insult 

Years later, when the prince, now 
king, tried to divorce bis wife. Brough- 
am as her defender so vehemently sus- 
tained her cause that she triumphed. 
The king’s name was not mentioned 
during the trial, though the nutlon 
knew that he was secretly the prosecu- 
tor. Brougham In his si>eecb declared 
that he saw In the distance the name- 
less persecutor of his Innocent client 
quoting with terrific effect MUton’d 
words: 

The other shape. 

If shnpe It tnteht be called, • • • black It 
stood as night. 

Fierce ns ten furies, terrible ns hell. 

And shook a dreadful dart; what seem'd 
his head 

The likeness of n kingly crown had on. 

George IV. felt seriously this suvage 
attack. The nation sided with the 
queen, and her defender hud paid bis 
debt with Interest

CN THE FARM 

Reed this column and yon can have 
it delivered »t yonr honie with 
something new every week for a 
foil year by leading $2.00 to thii 
office now. 

Let ne repeat. This is « tent caterpillar 
year and In many place* they have got 
ahead of the owner of trees. Get *t 
them now on yonr own trees and even 
then the man who stop* and burn* ncatei- 
plllar’s tent by the wayside Is doing a n<- 
ble deed. 

Whenever a large limb is sawed from 
the tree the wound should be at once 
covered with wax or thick paint. 

There are many little devices for out- 
witting the bugs. Tobacco stems strewn 
on the gi-mind at the base of rose plants 
will help to keep away Insects. The 
same remedy has been used successfully 
by cucumber growers. 

Do not grow In the orchard crops like j 
timothy or grain. They w ill rob the soil 
of plaint foods, and will return uothing 
to It ; also they use up large fpiantlties of 
moisture. 

Food, shelter and drluk are the three 
most Important things to he considered 
lu the treatment of cows about to calve. 
The tlrst should be such as to prevent 
cousiipaiion. Linseed meal or warm soft 
boiled oats are good for the purpose. 
The w ater should be deprived of its chill 

The demand for poultry products Is lu- 
crcasiug because of the advancing prices 
of meats of sll kiuds and the gradual di- 
minishing of the supplies of wild fowls 
and other game. Furthermore, uew and 
sp< cial uses for poultry products, espe- 
cially eggs, are arising aud extending. 

Labor, land and feed have become tot* 
valuable for any fanner to waste Ills time 
with auythlng but pure-bread or the best 
grade animals. lie wl 1 always lose 
grouud by crosslug. The best Is none 
too good for our feed aud care- 

In pruning beariug trees, lentember the 
following points: — cut out all dead wood 
and water sprouts ; where two limbs In- 
terfere, remove oue of them; keep the 
center of the tree thinned out to admit 
air aud sunlight ; head in the terminal 
growth and keep the head low; prune 
every year. 

If allowed to accumulate in massts 
without attention, poultry dropping will 
lose much of their fertilizing value. 
Where the roosts are cleaned off every 
day or every few days, the droppings 
should he placed lu barrels or boxes and 
kept under shelter till needed for spring 
garden work, which is the best time to 
apply them to the soil. 

Do not overdo summer pruulng. Re- 
move only a small amouut of terminal 
growth, just cuough to check it. In many 
cases, pinching back the terminal hnds 
will be sufficient. Intelligent pruuiug 
will cause fruit spurs to form along the 
limbs instead of only at tile ends of the 
branches and the tree will be able to carry 
a much heavier load without breaking Its 
branches. 

Grapevines are vigorous growers, and 
must be pruned heavily each year. After 
planting, cut back each cane to two buds. 
For the Hist two years vines can be tied 
up to a temporary stake, but at beginning 
of third year, train on a trellis. When 
growlugjvlnes on an arbor, remove all 
canes except oue which should be trained 
over tlie arbor, piuchlug back occasionally 
to cause branching. 

In general, any good farm soil is all 
right for fruit growing. Avoid wet spots; 
a good, deep, well-drained soil is prefer- 
able. The various fruits show a prefer- 
ence for certain types, although they will 
thrive on widely varied soils. For in- 
stance, the apple w ill succeed on a light, 
sandy loam, but it will also produce ex- 
cellent crops on heavy clay soils, lint as 
a rule, apple does best ou a medium soil — 
neither loo light nor loo heavy. 

No oue can tell what the season w ill be 
after the corn Is in the ground, yet rather 
shallow plaullng Is best as a rule. Shal- 1 
low planting is always beat where enough 
| surface soil moisture Is available for 
! sprouting the seed aud starting the corn 
roots downward. Too many plaut too 
deep. Corn seed is very tender aud will 
not germinate well wheu deeply buried in 
cold aud wet soil. Also, the best corn 
growers have fouud by expc'euce that 
! the nearer the surface of the soil young 
I corn plants start to grow, the better they 
I will thrive duriug the early grow ing sea-

HoldingUp 
a. Train 


Mode of Operation Described 
by an Expert 

By O. HENRY

Note.— Tho man who told me these 
things wns for several years an outlnw 
In the southwest and a follower of the 
pursuit he so frankly describes. His de- 
scription of the modus operandl should 
prove Interesting, his counsel of value to 
the potential passenger In some future 
holdup, while his estimate of the pleas- 
ures of train robbing 'll hnrdly Induce 
any one to adopt It as . .lrofesslon. I give 
the story In almost exactly his own words. 

O. H. 

Most people would say, If their opin- 
ion wns asked for, that holding up a 
train would l*e a hnrd Jolt. Well, It 
Isn’t; It’s easy. I have contributed 
some to the uneasiness of rnllronds 
and the Insomnia of express com- 
panies, nnd the most trouble 1 ever 
had nltout a holdup was lu being 
swindled by unscrupulous people while 
spending the money 1 got. The dan- 
ger wasn’t anything to speak of. and 
we didn’t mind the trouble. 

One mnn has come pretty near rob- 
bing n train Tty himself, two have suc- 
ceeded a few times, three can do It If 
they are hustlers, hut live Is ntiout tho 
right number. The time to do It and 
the place depend upon several things. 

The first "stlckup” I wns ever In 
happened In 1800. Maybe the way I 
got Into It will explain bow most train 
robbers start In the business. Five out 
of six western outlaws nre Just cow- 
boys out of a Job nnd gone wrong. 
The sixth Is a tough from the east 
who dresses up like a bad man nnd 
plays some low down trick that gives 
the hoys a bad name. Wire fenees 
nnd “nesters” made five of them; n 
bad heart mnde the sixth. 

.Tim S. nnd I were working on the 
101 ranch In Colorado. The nesters had 
the cowman on the go. They had 
taken tip the land and elected olfioers 
who were hard to get along with. Jim 
nnd I rode Into La Junta one day, go- 
ing south from a roundup. We were 
having a little fun without malice to- 
wnrd anybody when a fnrmer adminis- 
tration cut In nnd tried to harvest us. 
Jim shot n deputy mnrshnl, nnd 1 kind 
of corroborated his side of the argu- 
ment. We skirmished up nnd down 
the main street, the boomers having 
bad luck nil the time. After nwhlle 
we leaned forward nnd shoved for the 
rnnch down on the Cerlso. 

Well, there wasn’t nnythlng we could 
get there, nnd, being mighty hnrd up, 
we decided to trnnsnet a little busi- 
ness with the rnllronds. .Tim nnd I 
joined forces with Tom nnd Ike Moore, 
two brothers who hnd plenty of snnd 
they were willing to convert Into dust. 

We selected n place on the Snntn Fe 
where there wns n bridge across a 
deep creek surrounded by heavy tim- 
ber. All pnRsenger trains took water 
at the tank close to one end of the 
bridge. It wns a quiet place, the near- 
est house being five miles away. 

The Santa Fe filer wns due at the 
tank at 11:15 p. in. At 11 Tom and I 
lny down on one side of the track, and 
Jim and Ike took the other. As the 
train rolled up, the headlight flashing 
far down the track nnd the steam hiss 
Ing from the engine, I turned weak. 

The engine had hnrdly stopped whet 
I Jumped on the running Imard on one 
side, while Jim mounted the other. As 
soon as the engineer and firemen saw 
our guns they threw up their hands 
wit liout being told and begged us not 
to shoot, saying they would do any- 
thing we wanted them to. 

“Hit the ground!" I ordered, and they 
both Jumped off. We drove them be 
fore us down the side of the train. 
While this was happening Tom and 
Ike hnd been blazing away, one on 
each' side of the train, yelling like 
Apaches so as to keep the passengers 
herded In the cars. 

By tills time all my nervousness was 
gone. I felt a kind of pleasant excite 
nient as If I were at a dance or n frolic 
of some sort. The lights were all out 
in the coaches, and us Tom und Ike 
gradually quit firing and yelling It got 
to lie almost as still as a graveyard. 

I made the flreniun get a lantern, 
nnd then I went to the express cur and 
yelled to the messenger to open up or 
get perforated. He slid the door hack 
and stood in tt with his hands up. 
"Jump overboard, son," I said, and he 
hit the dirt like a lump of lead. There 
were two safes in the enr— n big one 
and a little one By the way, I first lo- 
■ cated the messenger's arsenal— a dou- 
ble barreled shotgun with buckshot 
cartridges and a 38 caliber In a draw- 
er. I drew the cartridges from the 
shotgun, pocketed the pistol and call- 
ed the messenger Inside. I shoved 
my gun against Ills nose und put him 
to work. He couldn't open the big 
safe, but he did the little one. There 
was only $:iiki in It. Thai was mighty 
small winnings for our trntb'p. sn we 
decided to go through the passengers. 

There wetv very few people In the 
day coaches at that time of night, so 
1 we made a slim haul until we got to 
the sleeper. 1 saw Jim earning In the 
other d or. and I hollered for every- 
body to ellinli out and line up. 

They eommeuced to scramble down, 
f,nd for awhile we had a three ringed 
•rlrcus. 

The ladies didn't stop to dress. They 
were so curious to see a real, live train 
roblier. bless ’em. that they just wrap- 
ped blankets and sheets around them 
selves and came out squeaky and 
fidgety looking. They always show 
more curiosity and sand than the men 


We got them all lined tip nnd pretty 
quiet, and I went through the hunch. 
I found very little on them— I mean in 
the way of valuables. 

Then Jim held them steady while 1 
sen relied the berths. 1 grappled 
around In those hods and filled it pil- 
lowcase with the strangest assortment 
of stuff you ever saw. When 1 finished 
1 dumped the pillowcase load In the 
middle of the aisle. There were n good 
many watches, bracelets, rings nnd 
poeketbooks, with a sprinkling of 
false teeth, whisky flasks, fnoe powder 
boxes, chocolate caramels nnd heads of 
hair of various colors nnd lengths. 
There wore also about n dozen Indies’ 
stockings Into which Jewelry, watches 
nnd rolls of hills had been stuffed and 
then wnddod up tight nnd stuck under 
tho mattresses. 

One of the women— nnd a good look- 
er she was— wrapped In a striped 
blanket, saw me pick up one of the 
stockings that was pretty chunky nnd 
heavy about the toe, and she snapped 
out: 

"That's mine, sir. You’re not In the 
business of robbing women, nre you?" 

Now, ns this wns our first holdup, we 
hadn’t agreed upon any code of ethics, 
so I hnrdly knew what to answer. 
But, anyway, I replied: "Well, not ns 
a specialty. If this contains your per- 
sonal property you can hnve It hnck." 

“It Just does," she declared eagerly 
and reached out her hand for It 

“You’ll excuse my taking a look at 
the contents." I snld, holding the stock-

ing up by the toe. Out dumped a big 
gent’s gold watch worth $200, a gent’s 
leather pocketbook that we afterward 
found to contain $000, a 32 caliber 
revolver, nnd the only thing of the 
lot that could have been a ludy’s per- 
sonal property was a silver bracelet 
worth about 50 cents. 

I said, "Madam, here’s your prop- 
erty," und handed her the bracelet 
“Now,” I went on, "how can you ex- 
pect us to act square with you when 
you try to deceive us In this manner? 
I’m surprised at such conduct." 

The young woman flushed up as It 
she hnd been caught doing something 
dishonest. 

When we finished our Job we order 
ed everybody hack to bed, told ’em 
p»od night very politely at the door 
and left. We rode forty miles before 
daylight nnd then divided the stuff. 
Buell of us got $1,752.85 In money. We 
lumped the Jewelry around. Then we 
scattered, each man for himself. 

That was my first train robbery, and 
tt was about as easily done as any of 
the ones that followed. But that was 
the last and only time 1 ever went 
through the passengers. 

The best haul I made was Just seven 
years after the first one. Wo found 
out about a train that was going to 
bring out a lot of money to pay off the 
soldiers at n government post. We 
stuck that train up in broad daylight 
Five of us lay In the sand hills near » 
little station. Toil soldiers were guard 
lag the money on the train, hut they 
might Just as well have been at home 
on a furlough. We didn't even allow 
them to stick their heads out the win- 
dow’s to see the fun. We had no trou 
hie at all In getting the money, which 
was all in gold. Of course a big howl 
was raised at the time about the rob 
bery. It was government stuff, and 
the government got sarcastic and 
wanted to know what the convoy ol 
soldiers went along for. The only ex 
cuse given was tbut uobody was ex 
pectlng an attack umoug those hart 
sand hills in daytime. I don't know 
what the government thought about 
the excuse, but 1 know that it was u 
good one. The surprise— that Is tht 
keynote of the train robbing business 
The papers published all kinds of sto 
ties about the loss, finally agreeing 
that it was between $0,000 and $lo.- 
(msi. The government sawed wood. 
Here are the correct figures, printed 
for the first time— $48,000. 

By thut time we were expert enough 
to know what to do. We rode due 
west twenty miles, making a trail that 
a Broadway policeman could have fo! 
lowed, and then we doubled back, bid 
lug our trucks. On the second night 
after the holdup, while |>osses were 
scouring the country In every direction. 
Jim unil 1 were eating supper in the 
second story of u friend's house in the 
town where the ularm sturted from. 

1 have been asked what we do with 
the money we get. Well. I never could 
account for a tenth part of It after it 
was sjient. It goes fast and freely. An 
outlaw has to have a good many 
friends. A highly respected citizen 
may and often does get along with 


very few, hut n mnn on tho dodge has 
got to have "side kickers." With an- 
gry posses and reward hungry officers 
( tilting out a hot trail for him. he must 
have a few places scattered about the 
country where he can stop and feed 
himself nnd his horse and gel a few 
hours' sleep without having to keep 
both eyes open. 

Now I propose to tell why It Is easy 
to hold up a train and then why no 
one should ever do It. 

In tins first place the attacking party 
has all the advantage. That Is. of 
course, supposing that they arc old 
timers, with the necessary experience 
and courage. They have the outside 
nnd are protected by the darkness, 
while the others are In the light, hem- 
med Into a small space and exposed, 
the moment they show a head at a win 
dow or door, to tho aim of a man who 
ts a dead shot nnd who won't hesitate 
to shoot. 

But, In my opinion, the main condi- 
tion thnt makes train robbing easy Is 
the element of surprise In connection 
with the imagination of the passengers. 
The passenger thinks there are a hun- 
dred men yelling nnd shooting outside 
when maybe there nre only two or 
three. 

As to the train crew, wc never had 
any more trouble with them than If 
they hnd Itecn so ninny sheep. 1 don't 
mean that they nre cowards. I mean 
thnt they hnve got sense. They know 
they’re not up against a bluff, it's the 
same way with the olllecrs. I’ve seen 
secret service men, marshals and rail- 
road detectives fork over their change 
ns meek as Moses. I saw one of tho 
bravest marshals 1 ever knew hide his 
gun under his sent and dig up along 
with the rest while I was taking toll. 
He wasn't afraid. lie simply knew 
that we had the drop on tho whole 
outfit. 

I will give one Instance to support 
my statement that the surprise Is the 
best card in playing for a holdup. 

AAong In ’1(2 the Daltons were cut- 
ting out ii hot trail for the officers 
down in the Cherokee Nation. Those 
were their lucky days, and they got so 
reckless and sandy that they used to 
announce beforehand wlmt Job they 
were going to undertake. Once they 
gnve It out that they were going to 
hold up the M.. K. and T. flier on a cer 
tain night at the station of I’ryor 
Creek, In Indian Territory. 

That night the railroad company 
got fifteen deputy marshals in Musco- 
gee nnd put them on the train. Beside 
them they had fifty armed men hid in 
the depot at Pryor Creek. 

When tho Kat.v tiler pulled In not n 
Dalton showed up. The next station 
was Adair, six miles away. When the 
train reached there and the deputies 
were having a good time, explaining 
what they would have done to the Dal- 
ton gang If they had turned up, all at 
once It sounded like an army firing out- 
side. The conductor and hrakemnn 
came running Into the car yelling 
“Train robbers!” 

Some of those deputies lit out of the 
door, lilt the ground and kept on run- 
ning. Some of them hid their Win- 
chesters under the seats. Two of them 
made a fight, anil both were killed. 

It took the Daltons Just ton minutes 
to capture the train and whip the es- 
sort. In twenty minutes more they 
had robbed the express car of $27,000 
and made a clean getaway. 

My opinion is that those deputies 
would have put up a stiff fight at 
Pryor Creek, where they were expect- 
ing trouble, but they were taken by 
surprise and “locoed” nt Adair, just as 
the Daltons, who knew their business, 
expected they would. 

I don't think I ought to close with- 
out giving some deductions from my 
experience of eight years "on the 
dodge." It doesn’t pay to rob trains. 
Leaving out the question of right and 
morals, which I don't think I ought to 
tackle, there ts very little to envy in 
the life of nil outlaw. After awhile 
money ceases to have any value in his 
eyes. Most of the time he Is on the 
jump, riding day and night, and lie 
lives so hard between times that lie 
doesn't enjoy the taste of high life 
when he gets It. He knows that his 
time Is hound to come to lose Ills life 
or liberty and that the acenraey of his 
aim. the speed of his horse and the 
fidelity of his “sider" nre all that post 
pones the Inevitable. 

It isn’t that he loses any sleep ovet 
danger from officers of the law. lu all 
my experience 1 never knew olilcers to 
attack a band of outlaws unless they 
outnumbered them at least three to 
; one. 

But the outlaw carries one thought 
constantly lu his mind, and that Is 
what makes him so sore against life- 
lie knows where the marshals get 
j their recruits of deputies. He knows 
that the majority of these upholders 
of the law were o nre lawbreakers, 
' horse thieves, rustlers, highwaymen 
nnd outlaws like himself and that they 
gained their positions and Immunity by 
turuing state's evidence, by turning 
traitor and delivering up their com- 
| nnles lo Imprisonment and death, lie 
knows that someday unless lie is first 
shot his Judas will set to work, the 
trap will be laid nnd lie will be the 
surprised Instead of a surprise! - at a 
stlckup. 

That Is why the man who holds up 
trains picks his company with a thou- 
sand times the care with which a 
careful girl chooses a sweetheart. That 
Is why he raises himself from Ills 
blanket of nights and listens to the 
tread of every horse’s hoofs on the dis- 
tant road. That is why lie broods sus- 
piciously for days u|w>n a Jesting re- 
mark or an unusual movement of a 
tried comrade or the broken mutter- 
lugs of his closest friend, sleeping by 
j bis side. 

And it is one of the reasons why the 
train robbing profession Is not so pleas- 
ant a one as either of Its collateral 
branches, i»olltics or cornering the mar- 
i Uet.

Cars With Which England'* Standards 

Are Preserved. 

Every twenty joins government olll- I 
iImIh oompiu'o the current weights niul 
measures with the standards, which 
lire sou led up In tho Minimise of tho 
house of commons. There nre only 
two standards. tho pound weight niul 
the yiml measure. The standard pound 
is of platinum, which despite Its weight 
Is no larger than a ruble Inch, ntul, 
•mall as It Is, the metal of which It Is 
composed Is worth £40. The standard 
yard is a bar of bronze thirty-eight 
Inches long, on which n yard lias boon 
marked nIT In thirty-six divisions of an 
Inch. The greatest possible rare Is 
taken of these two Important articles. 

When a comparison Is being made 
they are handled with tongs. The 
pound weight Is weighed In the most 
dellcnte of chemical balances, and the 
yard Is measured with n micrometer. 
When they nre done with the pound It 
Is wrapped In a special soft paper and 
laid In a silver gilt case, which Is plac- 
ed In a bronze case, this being put lit n 
wooden box, afterward screwed down 
and sealed. The yard measure is plac- 
ed on eight rollers In n mahogany case, 
which Is carefully sealed. Both cases 
are then put Into it tendon casket, which 
Is scaled by soldering. The packing Is 
not yet finished, however, for tho lead 
case is placed In a strong oak box. 
When this Is screwed down It Is placed 
In the hole In the wall. The wall Is 
built up by a Hinson, and the standards 
can only lie obtained b> - demolishing It 
onco more.— London Globe.
